THREE goals in the first four 

minutes set the pace for a 
rousing game between Isthmian 

League rivals in the F.A. Cup. 

After "oniy three minutes a 
shaky Barnet found themselves 
two goals down. 

First... right winger Worley 
fastened on to a weak back pass 
bv left-back Voyce to put Wycombe. 
ahead. Then Worley. provided a 
well-placed corner kick for centre 
forward Basset to, head in. 

Within a minute Barnet replied. 


. Left half Casey; the Welsh amateur 


international, raced up with the 
attack and. from right half 
Picking’s pass, swept the ball in 
from close range. 

Worley’ again made Wycombe's 


. third goal, after 20 minutes. Beat- 


ing Voyce cleverly, he crossed the 
ball hard and centre-half Warman 
diverted it into his own net. 

. Barnet, unbeaten in 14 games 


this season, were level at AE 
In the 26th minute right back i 
Lewis let centre forward Figg 
throyigh to score easily; and right! 
on the break Brimacombe netted 
from a free-kick taken by Drake. . 

An improved Barnet soon took 
command after the interval, and 
Wycombe had several narrow 
escapes before Drake put Barnet 
ahead for the first time after 
52 minutes, with a hard, swerving 
shot. 

Figg,  Barnet’s hardest-working. 
forward, scored the final two goals.| 

In the 70th minute he rounded 
centre half Roystone before send-| 
ing goalkeeper Syrett the wrong’ 
way; and two minutes later he, 
scored with a tremendous shot after, 
Picking had pushed the ball. to: 
him from a free-kick, 

Wycombe made only rare Ae 
in the second half, when their best 
effort was a header from Bassett! 
which Goymer saved on the line.
